SALINAS. Sept. 19.—Murderer*Sues- 


ser, who shot and killed Sheriff Farley 
last nlrht, is now supposed to be on 
hie way to San Jos in charge of deputy 
sheriffs. When the officers last night 
succeeded in getting the murderer 
away from the mob they took him to 
the Howard ranch, two miles out of 
town. 
There he was kept until.6 


o'clock thin morning and was then 
brought into Salinas and placed In jail. 
Although the mob was on guard the 
officers managed to elude its vigilance 
and at S o'clo-k tfc* murderer was 
taken from the jail and driven to Cas- 
troville. where It Is supposed he was 
put on a north bound train for San 
Jose. 


Armed citizens were on guard at the 


jail all night waiting for the officers to 
bring Suesser in and they' were re- 
inforced early this morning by a dele- 
gation from Dos Palos, where Farley 
formerly lived.

Delaware and New Jersey are both 
Democratic- states, are they not? to 
which Mr. Bryan replied: "They were 
not in 1S66." 


He continued: "I have read this letter 


in order to show that where a state can 
seek an advantage from the corpora- 
tion of these aggregations of wealth, 
it is not safe to place the people of 
other states at the tender merries of 
the people of such a state as may de- 
sire to secure its running expensesfron 
the taxation of corporations organized 
to prey upon people outside. 


"One.method for thft annihilation of 


trusts has occurred to me and to me 
it seems a complete, method. 
It may 
not com?nd itself to you. It is this: 


"That congress should pass a law 


providing that no corporation organized 
in any state could do business outside 
of the state in which it is organized 
until it receives from some power creat- 
ed by congress, a license authorizing It 
to do business outside of its own state. 
(Applause.) 
Now, if the corporation 


must come to this body created by con- 
gress to secure permission to do busi- 
ness outside the state, then that license 
can be granted upon conditions which 
will, in th? first place, prevent the 
watering of stock, in the second place,' 
prevent monopoly in any branch of 
business, and thirdly provide for pub- 
ilcity as to all of the transactions and 
business of the corporation. 


"If it is unconstitutional and so de- 


!]ared by the-supreme court, I am in 
avor of an amendment to the const!- 
ution that will give to congress power 
0 destroy every trust in th'e country. 
The first condition which I suggeuted 
was that no water should be allowed In 
Jie stock.

The Fresno Bar Association met las 


night for the first time since the sum 
mer vacation, and, considering th» fac 
chat many of the attorneys had mad 
mht-r engagements and could not be 
urescni, the attendance was very good 
In the absence of President Frank E 
Short. SI. V. Ashbrook wielded the 
gavel and called the meeting to orde 
promptly at 8 o'clock. 


A number of business matters were 


•attended to and J. E. F. Edwards 
then introduced to deliver the address 
of the evening. His subject was "Max 
mfilan" and his lecture was regarded 
as a literary treat by the members o 
the association. 


Mr. Edwards began by defining- Max 


milian as one of the purest of modern 
characters; one whose nature was as 
gentle as a dream of summer; whose 
soul was niied with the bright vision 
uf being a blessing to his fellow men 
and who gave up his life in the at- 
lempt to make thin vision a reality. 
The speaker declared that the worth 


of Maxmltlan, though acknowledged 
had not received the full consideration 
of the generality of American minds. 
The tragedy In which he figured was 
enacted during the American civil war 
and his greatness was obscured By the 
exciting events of that struggle. 


The- speaker touched upon Max mil- 
ian'a early youth, his attachment for 
books, his association with Napoleon 
and- his marriage to , Carlotta, the 
daughter of Leopold. 
Mr. Edwards 
paid a fine compliment- to the wife of 
the Emperor and dwelt at lencth upon 
the pathetic parts of her history. 
While surrounded by all the sweet in- 
fluences of an Italian home. Maxmilian 
was called upon to accept the crown ot 
Mexico. . That country had been torn 
by detentions for years and seemed .to 
be calling to Maxmlliah to stay the 
•crimson 'tide oC civil war. 
He heeded 
the cry, but in so doing sealed his oun 
death warrant. 


Mr. Edwards then went on to de- 
scribe the conditions in Mexico which 
led up to'lhe ascendancy'of Maxmilian 
and narrated with, minuteness the var- 
ious steps.in the downfall of the Prince.

JOHNSON GUILTY. 


The Jury Condemns Him in 


Short Order. 


William Johnson, alias

convicted in short order yesterday 
morning on the charge of beinc an ac- 
complice th the robbery of Jack Heath 
by Trixic Lewis. 
How many ballots 


were necessary to do the work Is not 
known, but In less than twelve min- 
utes after the body retired to delib- 
erate the foreman announced the ver- 
dict of guilty. 
The case against Johnson was a 
strong one—one' of the strongest ever 
presented, in the superior court— and 
to the disinterested observer there was 
no doubt as to the result. 
City Mar- 


shal Morgan and Policeman L, P. Tim- 
tnins had worked day and night on the 
case and were naturally pleased with 
the outcome. When the fact that 'the 
crime had been committed was first 
called' to their attention they had not 
evidence enough to make a fair begin- 
ning. 
Even the prosecuting witness, 


the man Heath, who had been fleeced, 
sold out to the conspirators and was 
about to flee when he was foiled by the 
watchfulness of the Marshal and Mr. 
Timmins. 


The woman, Trixie Lewis, was a 
mere tool in the hands of the conspria- 
tors and when Mr. Morgan arrested her 
in San Francisco he practically secured 
her confession of the crime before she 
was brought back to Fresno. 
It was 


necessary to corroborate every point in 
the woman's story, however, and in se- 
curing evidence for this purpose both 
Morgan and Timmins were kept busy 
until the day of the trial. 
The result 
was a chain of evidence that no sane 
jury could disregard. 
The outcome 
was a foregone conclusion. 


After the verdict had been announced 
yesterday Johnson asked, through his 
attorneys, that the time for passing 
sentence be continued until September 
28th, and. the court granted the re- 
quest. It is understood that his attor- 
neys, Lewis H. Smith and Stanton L. 
Carter, will ask for a new trial and. In 
the event that It Is refused, will ap- 
peal to the supreme court.

The law makes it th 


uty of the District Attorney unde 
certain circumstances to sue the Pub- 
c Administrator and under other clr 
umstances to prosecute that offlcla 
rlminally. 
The obvious Implication is that tin 
District Attorney should not act as th 
trlvate attorney for such an official, es 
teclaliy in reference to his acts as such 
fflciat. it would present an anomalous 
pectacle to see Everts & Ewing de 
ending the Public Administrator and 
istrict Attorney Everts "scoring" one 
1 his "triumphs" against him.
